THE uAirr-K OF JULY 2. 


You all kuow, every soldier of the 3d 


corps here knows, that when we went 
into our flrst position on the 2il of July, 
on the left nt Gettysburg, that the Round 
Top and t!ie Little Hound Top were 
wholly unoccupied. Xot a soldier w;is 
there. You also know that the ridgo, 
the high ridge, running from the road to 
Round Top, was unoccupied, except by a 
few skirmishers that were thrown out 
from our front. Gen. Jfeade, in his tes- 
timony before the committee on the con- 
duct of tho war, said: •'! have here 
stated that the Kouud Top, thus wholly 
unoccupied, lie found to be the key of 
his position on Cemetery ridge." Xow, 
keep that fact in niind whenever you 
talk Gettysburg. You know it was the 
key of the position. I know it was. 


THIS KEY OF THE POSITION. 


It Wits unoccupied ; not a Union sol- 


dier was on it; not a gun. It was there 
free to the enemy to occupy it, or for us 
to occupy it. It w.us the key of our po- 
sition. That is the first general observa- 
tion I wish to make. The second is this: 
[ did not command Gen. Lee's right 
Hunk; Longstreet commanded it. Idid 
not decide, aud could not decide, where 
Longstreet would attack; Gens. Lee and 
Longstreet decided that iiuestion. The 
1st sharpshooters and the llth Massa- 
chusetts went out upon my front on the 
morning of the 2d of July and made a 
reconnoissance, for the purpose of ascer- 
taining what Lee aud Longstreet propos- 
ed to do, if anything, on our front. They 
reported to me that the enemy were 
massing a large body of troops on my 
front, with a line of diiection to my ex- 
treme left, and witli the evident purpose 
of occupying Hound Top, the key of the 
position. I communicated the facts— 
these most important facts-to thehe.id- 
quarters of the army. Up to that time 
no order of battle had been communi- 
cated to me, and, so far as I know, to any 
commander. At that time, as Gen. Hunt, 


knew so well how to concentrate upon 
the assailable point. Birney's division 
and Humphrey's division, of which most 
of you formed a part, resisted the attacks 
of the enemy with wavering and undu- 
lating strength, sometimes yielding a lit- 
tle ground, then rallying and recovering 
it hour after hour, until tho supports 
from the 5th and the 2d corps came to 
our aid, and finally until dubk, when a 
division of the Otli corps, the last reserve 
put in, 


CLOSED TUB BATTLE TRIUJri'lIAXTLY 
for the Union cause. Now, I know it is 
said—it is an amplification of the obser- 
vations to which I have just referred— 
that Gen. Sickles was imprudent in en- 
gaging Gen. Longstreet in battle when 
he had but cue corps at his disposal. 
That is true. I acknowledge the truth 
of that criticism. It may have been iiu 
prudent to advance aud hold Longstreet 
at whatever sacrifice, but was it not, a 
sacrifice to save the key of the position ? 


* 
I simply advanced out on to the 


battle Held and seized Longstreet by the 
throat and held him there. That is to 


say, 
you did it. Now, if there is any 


corroboration needed of the statement, 
read Gen. Lee's report, reailLongstreet's 
report—they are all on record, published 
by our government. They said: "There 
was a high ridge of ground in advance of 
the Union position, running from Round 
Top, which commanded Cemetery ridge. 
This ground we desired to occupy in 
force, and proceeded to do it, when we 
encountered the 3d corps under Gen. 
Sickles." Xow, us a general rule in war 
—because war is a sensible tiling, like 
most other transactions—as a general 
rule, on the battlefield, if you discover a 
piece of commanding ground that the 
enemy evidently wants, and intends to 
make effective use of against you, and it 
a part of that gtouud is, as your own 
commanding general says, the key of 
your position, don't you thiuk it is pret- 
ty good tactics not to let him keep it, but 
to take it yourself'; Xow, I do not pro- 
fess to be a great tactician, but I think 
there is not a soldier here that is not 
tactician enough to kuow that, and with 
a determination to do his duty, when he 


verely wounded towards the close of the 
engagement, I was unable to make an 
oDlc'al report. Keenly sensible of the 
injustice done to my command and my- 
self by the Commander in-chief, General 
Ilalleck, and by the commanding Gen- 
eral, of the Army of the Potomac, Gener- 
al ileade, I asked President Lincoln to 
grant me a court of inquiry for the pur- 
pose of correcting the serious errors con- 
tained in the reports of the battle made 
by General Ilalleck and General Meade. 
The President replied, 'Sickles, they say 
you pushed out your men too near the 
enemy, and began to fight just as that 
council of war was about to meet at 3 
o'clock iu the afternoon of the battle. I 
am afraid what they say of you is true, 
and God bless you for it. 
[Cheers.] 


Don't ask us to order an inquest to re- 
lieve you from bringing on the battle of 
Gettysburg. [Cheers.J History will set 
you all right and give everybody his just 
place. There Wiis glory enough won at 
Gettysburg to go all around.' From that 
day until now I have waited patiently, 
waited for twenty-three years in unbrok- 
en silence for justice to you the living, 
for justice to the dead heroes who fell 
bravely holding the key of the position 
at Gettysburg. Public attention has al- 
ways been directed toward Picket'fs at- 
tack on Hancock in the left centre on 
the third day as the great event of the 
battle." General Sickles went on to 
treat of it thus: "The brief contest of 
the third day was dramatic, pictorial,

was summoned later in the afternoon,! 
the neighlwrhood of 2 o'clock, to tli 
headquarters of Gen. Meade to meet 
council of corps commanders. Reporl 
subsequent to this, brought to me by Hi 
llth Massachusetts—reports made to m 
from the lines of skirmishers that ha 
advanced right thro' to the woods—cos 
firmed by the reports of the morning 
showed me, and I felt that a serious a 
tack in imposing force on my flank WEI 
so imminent, that, if the facts could ha\ 
been known to the commanding genera 
t should not have been summoned awa 
from my command.

ily to Gen. 33iruey, the senior division 
commander, and, explaining to him m

should develop, which then appeared to 
be momentarily imminent. I rode as 
fast as my horse would carry me to the 
general headquarters in the rear, but 
before I reached them the enemy's at- 
tack began, and one of my batteries, 
which I had preliminarily placed in po- 
sition, replied. Gen. Meade met me as 
he was coming out of his tent. He de- 
sired me not to dismount, saying that he 
heard the sound of cannon and musketry, 
that the battle had begun on my front, 
and that he would meet me there in a 
few moments. I returned to my com- 
mand, and immediately proceeded to 
occupy the elevated ridge about which so 
much discussion has been heard, and on 
the line of which the battle of the after- 
noon afterward proceeded.

Loss of the Victoria. 


FCRTIIER DETAIL* OF THE GREAT MA- 


RINE DISASTER. 


New York, June 27.—The World pub- 


lishes an extra, in which is the following 
special dispatch from Tripoli, Syria, re- 
garding the sinking of her majesty's bat- 
tleship Victoria : 


About 3 o'clock last Thursday after- 


noon the English fleet came in sight of 
El Mina, the port and ton n of Tripoli. 
The flve big ironclads - Victoria.Camper- 
down. Edinburgh, Xile aud Sans Pareil 
—were drawn up in full front. The Vic- 
toria was in the centre, the Oamperdown 
on her left and the Edinburg on her 
right. When within live miles of shore 
Vice Admiral Sir George Tyron signaled 
to turn and form iu double line. This 
meant that the Victoria and the Cam- 
perdown were to go ahead a little and 
descrilie a turn, the Victoria turning to 
the left and the Carnperdown turning to 
the right. Then they would advance 
side by side in. the direction from which 
they had come, the others would swing 
into double column order and advance 
two and two behind the leaders. When 
the order was given the distance between 
the ships was less than two cable lengths. 
The execution of the order was easy 
enough for ships further away from cen- 
tre, but extremely difficult for ths Vic- 
toria and the Cauiperdown, who in turn- 
ing their boats would pass within a few 
fathoms of each other,even if the move- 
ment was executed with the greatest 
precision. This movement is rarely made, 
and is chiefly for the purpose of training 
the ship comm-inders to move expedi- 
tiously away from shoaling waters 
Whether because Admiral Markham. of 
the Camperdown, could uot believe this 
movement was to be tried when the ships 
were so close together, or because he 
thought Admiral Tryou had miscaleulat> 
ed the distance, he did not set about ex- 
ecuting Admiral Tryon's orders but 
signaled that he did not understand it 
The Victoria and the other vessels had 
uot hesitated. The Victoria began to 
turn at once, as she still held to the sig- 
nal. The Camperdowu no longer hesi- 
tated, but also began to turn. The brief 
delay, however, had been fatal. The 
Victoria had nearly turned, and the 
Camperdown, swinging around, bore 
down upon her. Both admirals were 
quick to act. Admiral Tryon swung the 
Victoria so as to receive at the smallest 
angle the blow which both officials saw 
was inevitable, and Admiral Markham 
did the same for the Camperdown, be- 
sides reversing her screws. 


The twelve foot ram of the Camper- 


down struck the hull of the Victoria just 
in front of the armored bulkhead. There 
was a smashing of wood and iron plates, 
and the ram and eight feet of the Cam- 
perdown7s bow crashed twenty feet into 
the bowels of the Victoria. The Cam- 
perdown was halted by the heavy armor 
of the Victoria, and as her screws were 
reversed she at once began to back away 
As all the other vessels were moving to 
get into double line behind the two lead- 
ers, a catastrophe involving all the iron 
clads was imminent. Only the coolness 
and prompt action of the other com- 
manders preven ted a general disaster. It 
seemed that Admiral Tryon did riot real- 
ize the full extent of the damage to the 
Victoria, and she was at once pointed 
toward shore, so that, if she was to sink, 
it might be in shallow water. When the 
CamDei'down7s ram struck the Victoria, 
Admiral Tryon, the navigating officer, 
two signal officers and the men at the 
wheel were all upon the bridge, either in 
full view or in the chart house. Most of 


Births and Deaths. 


The following is a copy of the Act of 


the late Legislature, providing for the 
registration of births and deaths, refer- 
red to ill our last:

it shall be the duty of. the Clerk'of the 
Orphans' Court ot" each county of the 
Commonwealth to keep a separate record 
ot all births and of all deaths occurring 
within their respective counties. Said 
record shall be kept from data and in 
suitable books, both to be furnished as 
hereinafter provided, and shall contain 
in separate columns .is to births, the full 
name of the child, sex and color, full 
names of father and mother, with their 
residence and occupation of the father, 
date and place of birth, with street aud 
numlier when possible, aud date of mak- 
ing the record: and as to deaths, the full 
name of the deceased, color, sex and 
age, whether married or single, place o£ 
birth, occupation, date and place of 
death, with street and number when 
possible, cause of death, duration of last 
illness, place and date of interment. 
When a minor the name of the iVtthei 
and mother and the date of making me 
record. Said record shall lie alphabeti- 
cally indexed and shall be opvn at all 
times to the inspection of phjsiciaiii, 
clergymen and attorueys-at-law"withuut 
charge. 


SECTION- :>. It shall be the duty of 


the assessors of the several townships, 
boroughs and wards within the Com- 
monwealth to obtain semi-annually ai 
the time of making their assessments 
now provided by law, and it shall be tiie 
duty of parents, guardians and other 
persons having knowledge, to furni?r to 
such assessors the information uecessarv 
to keep the record specified in the pre- 
ceeding section. Said assessors sliall re- 
turn said information to the Clerk of 
the Orphans7 Court, upon blanks to l« 
furnished as hereinafter provided, at the 
time of making their semi-annual re- 
turns to the County Coinmissioneis. and 
to each return shall lie attached the oath 
or affirmation of the assessor that he 
made diligent inquirv as to the birtlis, 
deaths and other information herein re- 
ferred to within his ward, borough or 
township, and that his return is true to 
the best of his knowledge, infovoiatmu 
and belief. 


SECTION- 3. It shall be the duty of 


the County Commissioners to furnish to 
the Clerk of the Orphans' Court in their 
respective counties, suitable books in 
which to keep the record herein provid- 
ed for, aud to furnish to the assessors 
of the several wards, boroughs and town- 
ships appropriate blanks upon which to 
enter the information uecessarv to mu'ce 
said record. 


SECTION 4. 
The fees to be allowed 


for services rendered pursuant to the 
provisions of this Act shall be as follows: 
The Clerk of the Orphans' Court sLall 
receive for making the record of each 
birth and of each death,with all the infor- 
mation referred to in section one hereof, 
the sum of live cents to be paid out of 
the County funds; for furnishing a certi- 
fied copy of the record of each birth or 
each death the sum of fifty cents, to be 
paid by the party applying therefor: for 
making search for each birth or death 
where a certified copy is not required, 
the sum of ten cents, to be paid bv the 
party applying therefor. The assessors 
shall receive for each birth and for each 
death returned as provided by the second 
section hereof, the sum of live cents, to 
be paid out of the County funds upon a 
certificate given under the baud aud seal 
of office of said Clerk as to the number 
of births and deaths returned. 


SECTION- -5. The record of births and 


deaths herein provided for, or duly certi- 
fied copies of the same, shall beprim<. 
facie eviden;e of all matters therein 
contained, and shall be admissible iu all 
judicial proceedings. 


SECTION 6. Every person who shall 


violate any of the provisions of this Act 
shall forfeit aud pay the sum of teu dol- 
lars for each offence, to be recovered in 
the name of the Commonwealth as all 
debts of like amount are by law recover- 
able. I'ruciilcil, That the pro\ isious of 
this Act shall not affect cities where a 
system for the registration of births and 
deaths has already been established.

the crew were on the forward deck. With 
the crash they rushed as far aft as possi- 
ble, but when the two vessels separated 
all returned to their places. 


So good was the discipline that within 


five m.nutes after the blow a diving suit 
had been brought on deck and a diver 
was getting into it to obey an order to go 
below and find out the extent of the 
damages. About ten minutes after the 
blow, the Victoria, having got something 
like two miles nearer the shore from the 
scene of the collision, all at once leaned 
away over to starboard, and with a great 
roll aud plunge buried herself beneath 
the sea. It was almost instantaneous. 


Those on deck were plunged immedi- 


ately into the water. The-men forward 
and below had no time to rush to the 
deck, but found themselves groping for 
doors of rooms filled with water and 
compressed air. The huge hull was 
drawing in the water as it went down, 
and several hundred men, hurled sud- 
denlvinto the water, had tobattleagainst

each year, or as the board may direct," 
be and the same is hereby amended so 
as to read as follows: 


SECTION 1. The school directors or 


controllers shall purchase text books and 
other necessary supplies for use iu the 
public schools of their respective school 
districts, as such new text books and 
supplies are required; in addition to those 
at present in the hands of pupils or own- 
ed by the school districts, out of the 
school funds of the district, and, when 
so procured, the necessary books and 
school supplies shall be furnished, free 
of cost for use in the schools of said dis- 
trict, to the orders of the directors there- 
of, whose duties it shall be to provide 
for the return of and for the safe 
keeping and care of the books which shall 
be returned at the close of the annual 
school term in each year, or as the board 
may direct. 


MR. CLEVELAND has issued his proc- 


lamation calling Congress together in 
extra session for the 7th of August. 
Mr. Cleveland has, no doubt, been in- 
duced to issue this call by necessity of 
same kind of legislation tending to re- 
lieve the present financial condition and 
restore confidence generally in business 
circles. The crying need is the repeal of 
the Sherman law which now requires 
the purchase of 4,000,(KKi ounces of silver 
monthly by the Government, which, 
when enacted, was temporary and in- 
tended to satisfy the silver people in Re- 
publican States of the west, for the time.

Our Washington Letter. 


WASHINGTON, June 30,1893. 


Editor of Compiler: Both ends of the 


capitol building are in the hands of a 
small army of workmen who are putting 
everything in ship-shape for the extra 
session of Congress. Everything is be- 
ing overhauled and freshened up or re- 
newed as the exigencies of the case may 
demand. Although the probability of 
President Cleveland making an earlier 
date for extra session than September is 
regarded as exceedingly slim it was 
thought best to rush the work at the 
capitol so that everything would be 
ready for Congress to assemble as early 
as the latter part of July in case the 
President should change his mind. 


Speaking of calling the extra session of 


Congress earlier than September, a gen- 
tleman who had a long conversation 
with the President on the subject says: 
"The President thinks, and I agree with 
him, that instead of being a reason for 
an earlier extra session, the action of 
the Government of Great Britain in 
stopping the coinage of silver on private 
account in India, furnishes one of the 
strongest reasons against an earlier ses- 
sion. Every one has some sort of an 
idea of what will be the result of cutting 
off with a stroke of the pen the market 
for about one-third of the world's silver, 
but only time can show precisely what 
that result will be. If Congress were to 
be called to meet within three or four 
weeks it would necessarily lack much 
information upon this subject which by 
the middle of September can easily be 
obtained, information, too, that is, in 
my opinion, absolutely essential to intel- 
ligent and beneficial financial legislation, 
and any other sort of legislation would 
be much worse than none." 


Investigation has brought out the fact 


that many men who are drawing dis- 
ability pensions are living in Soldiers' 
Homes without cost to themselves ;iml 
are earning regular wages for the per- 
formance of manual labor. Further in- 
vestigation shows that, except in the 
cases of those who draw pensions under 
the act of 1890, nothing can be done to 
prevent a continuance of tliis practice 
without new legislation. "It is evident 
that the whole system of pension laws," 
remarked a Congressman who was hi in- 
self a Union soldier, "are faulty and iu 
need of a thorough revision, but I have 
serious doubts as to tlie courage of Con- 
gress to make that revision. Pensions 
have been used as capital so long by 
demagogues that the people at large will 
have to be educated on tlie subject be- 
fore the pressure upon Congress becomes 
strong enough to compel action. The 
preliminary steps in this educational 
work are being taken by the administra- 
tion in its endeavors to clear the roll of 
illegal pensioners. Later, the revision 
of tbe laws will come in answer to a 
public demand in which thousands of 
old soldiers will join, indeed, many of 
them have already done so. As soon as 
pensions are entirely divorced 
from 


partisan politics justice will be done, 
alike to the taxpayer and the old sol- 
dier." 


Among the 
fraudulent 
pensioners 


whose dropping from the roll was offi- 
cially approved this week were eleven 
men sho\rn by the records of the War 
Department to have been deserters and 
who are still deserters at large, one man 
who never was in the army at all, seve- 
ral women who continued to draw 
widow's pensions after they had mar- 
ried again, and one notorious prostitute.

"a roll of honor."

ME. PBESIDKNT AKD GKNTLBMEH :—I 


stand npon the same platform as the gentle- 
man who has jost taken bis seat, and I ful- 
ly endorse everything he has said. I come 
from an agricultural district. 
I come from 


the historic town of Gettysburg, Pennsyl- 
vania. We have there two National Banks, 
having an aggregate capital of $250,000. 
Now I pffirm that what the honest peop'e ot 
this conutry want is a sound currency,—one 
upon which they ran safely relj j and be- 
sides that they want a currency sufficient 
for the wants of trade and commerce. 
The 


first we have. We have a sormd currency 
of which there never was a better. The 
bank that 1 represent grew oat of the wants 
of the conntry after the 
of 1812, and 


was organized in 1814. and I became con- 
nected with it as a Director in 1854, and 
have continued in the management of it 
from that time nntil the present. 
Then it 


was The Bank of Gettysburg, and in 18K4 
we chawed it into The Gettysburg JNatioaal 
Biink. 
We have never had dnring all this 


long period np to 1864 a currency equal in 
stability and SPfety to lhat which we have 
bad since 1864 nnder the national system, 
—a currency upon which the plain abd hon- 
est people all over this land can and do safe- 
ly rely. 


Bnt is it sufficient for the wants ot trade 


and commerce? That seems to be the 
great question jnst now, and probably the 
great question which has been the caase of 
the monetary revolution or financial troubles 
thronghont this land from east to west and 
from north to sonth. 
It is tbe want of a 


special ccrrency for trade and commerce. 
Now I nflirm fnrther that the people of this 
land want a stable currency, and they do 
not wont when handed a dollar in silver that 
dollar only worth seventy cents, nor a silver 
note bayed npon this silver which is in the 
Treasury worth only seventy cents on the 
dollar. They want a fixed, stable currency, 
and how is that to be gotten in an increased 
way so as to be flexible, ami BO as to yield 
to the wants and needs of trade and com- 
merce? Why it seems to me that there is 
one way in which that can be accomplished. 
We have as yon know nnder tbe general 
banking law a reserve fond. We are re- 
quired to keep such reserve which in onr 
banks and in most other banks is largely in 
gold. There it ia lying, idle capital. 
Prob- 


ably fifteen per cent, of the capital of every 
bank is thus idle capital, represented in no 
way in the field of trade and commerce. 
Now how can that be brought into use and 
represented safely so that the people can 
have a reliable currency based npon it? 
In 


this way 1 snggett, that Congress piotide 
fiist of coarse a repeal of the silver purchase 
act. That ought to he and most be wiped 
out in order to make this country safe and 
reliable against these financial troubles. 
As long as that act exists we will be in the 
hands of not only foreigners everywhere 
selected to the fluctuations and troubles in 
the vaiions foreign conntiies, but here at 
home we will have onr own troubles and 
dinicnlties greatly increased by a depreciat- 
ed currency. Toe remedy I suggest ia that 
Congress enact that the national banks shall 
have the riuht to issue notes on this re- 
serve. It thus puts that reserve in active 
operation r.nd will give tbe country at least 
tl.'iO.OOO 00(1, more of currency for the needs 
of trade, if we may thus nse this reserve. 
And why in the name of Heaven should 
this reserve be lying idle in onr banks? 
Let Congress at once provide tbat it may be 
used by being made a basis for additional 
circulation, and thus to that extent relieve 
Ihe waots of the country. This seems to 
me to be practicable, and that it will great- 
ly relieve the trouble that may grow ont of 
a repeal of the silver purchase act. 
I see 


nothing in the way of this. There can be 
fnrlber provision mnde and should be for 
the redemption of this circulation by thegov- 
emment when it comes back lor redemption 
liy putting a lax of one mill on therlollar of the 
circulation to be paid into tbe Treasury as a 
fnnd to redeem this circulation in case of 
banks failing to redeem. It has been esti- 
mated that this wonld make a sufficient 
amount to meet all losses by failures of ban] 
aa based npon eslimates of the past. Or th 
Government may provide that a pro ra 
tax be levied on all the national banks 1 
meet any de6ciency that might grow out i 
tbe failure of any one bank to redeem il 
circulation, and thuq protect tbe peopli. 
The great object in all the legislation ahonl 
be to make it stable, firm, reliable cnrreoc 
that the paople can depend upon.

Tbe Standard oil company's loss from a big 
fire at its works to-day on the Pasraic river 
front, near the'Erie railroad depot, will net 
exceed $60,000. Tbe blaze was the biggest 
which the firemen had to combat since the 
conflagration 
at the car stables of tbe 


Orange electric line. The fire originated in 
an explosion in one of the big tanks. For 
a time it looked as if not only the whole oil 
plant was to be destroyed, bnt that the fire 
wonld extend to the lumber yards and big 
thread mills that are located close by, and 
tint the burning, floating oil on the river 
wonld carry the fire along the wharves and 
among the river craft.

Tbe camp on East Cemetery Hill was 


eiected on Wednesday and Thnrsday and is 
in charge of Lieut. Williams, who is l.ere 
with a squad of dismounted cavalry Bat- 
tery C, Third U. S. A , from Washington 
Barracks, nnder command of Captain Lan- 
caster and Lieutenants Woodward and

The •ffagaman Murder. 


The inquest on the body of Jacob W. 


Wagaman was continned on Wednesday by 
District Attorney Duncan at the scene of the 
murder, in the South Mountain, nearPinch- 
gnt. A large number of witnesses were ex- 
amined and several clues discovered that 
may serve in discovering the person or per- 
sons who committed the crime. As the 
Justice who held the inquest had only al- 
lowed a very cursory medical examination, 
there waa considerable doubt as to the 
actual cause of death, the different theories 
being advanced of death by suicide, poison- 
ing, lightning, &c.

Tbe statue 
laces the New York section of the ceme- 
tery aud its extended hand seems to pro- 
nounce a benediction over her dead heroes.

Farm Items in Season. 


— The body of a horse presents a grea 


surface to exposure of heat from th 
suu. Do not force the horses. Giv 
them water frequently, if only a few 
pints at a time. 


—Animals kept in box stalls will l>e 


more comfortable, and keep in bette 
candition, than when they are fastened 
by the neck. This applies to the CO' 
as well as to the horse, and with s 
daily change of bedding, as well as th 
use of a brush on the hide, the co' 
wfll be in as clean condition as when 
confined in a narrow stall. 


—The farm crop which is exemp 


from disease has not yet been discov 
ered. 


—A nervous, irritable, bad-tempera 


driver generally bas nervous, vicious 
runaway horses. 


—The cow that does not produce" 25C 


pounds of butter per year is not up t 
what should be the minimum standard 


—The water supply of farm yard 


from pools and ditches is often stagnanl 
putrid and swarming with animal anc 
vegetable organism. 
The flesh am 


milk of animals receiving water of thi 
description has often a bad taste and a 
peculiar odor. 


—Western dealers who are buying 


eggs for shipment to England are buy 
ing by weight, and refuse any that d 
not come up to a certain standard. Ca 
radian buyers have been doing the sam 
thing for some months. 


— The warm days of summer wil 


cause manure in the heap to becom 
overheated, the result being what is 
known as "lire-fanging." To preven 
this the heap should be worked over am 
well mixed with absorbent material 
sprinkling kainit over the materials as 
handled. The kainit will prevent th 
loss of volatile matter and also add tc 
the value of the manure, it being a pel 
ash salt. Should the heat become toe 
hot make holes in it with a crowbar nn< 
drench with cold water. 


— Work in the garden should not b 


overlooked. 
Neglect of the garden 


means the growing of a crop of weeds 
which is a frequent occurrence when th 
garden is given up after securing th 
early vegetables. 


— The best way to rid a poultry hous 


of lice is to burn sulphur in the house 
closing it while the sulphur is hurnin 
and keeping it closed for an hour. Fo 
old poultry houses that are full o 
cracks and openings, drench the walls 
floor, ceiling and roosts with kerosen 
emulsion, or soapsuds in which a poun 
of concentrated lye has been dissolved. 


—Clover is a biennial, and produces 


seed the second year. After that tim 
it is of little or no value. To prolon 
the crop on the land mow the clover be- 
fore it seeds. In this manner the clove 
will be retained, as its object is not ac 
complisbed until it has produced seed. 


—Manure is beneficial at all season 


of the years, but if applied to the land ii 
summer it should be well worked intc 
the soil. To haul it to the fields, an 
allow the sun to affect it, will render i 
of b-it little value in a short time. 


— Shelter in summer, when the con- 


are on the pasture, is as much of 
problem as the providing of shelter i: 
winter. If trees are in the pastur 
there will be danger during thunde 
storms, and high winds throw down an 
brush or boards temporarily arranged 
It is probably best to erect a covera 
shed in the pasture, which is open 01 
all sides. 


—A pot of paint, or a bucket o 


whitewash, costing but a small sum 
will add a hundred dollars' value to 
farm in appearance. 


— The dairy tests at Chicago sho' 


that cows differ greatly. The Jersey 
have fallen off, both in fat and milk 
but the other breeds show a slight in 
crease. They gave an average of 34." 
pounds of milk the last four day 
against 35.7 pounds the first four. The 
best record by a Jersey cow was 44.8 
pounds of milk, having 5.3 per cent. TO. 
fat, or a total yield of 2.37 pounds 
The best Jersey in the United States 
according to the evidence offered by the 
club, produced less than two and three- 
quarter pounds of butter. This is much 
less than the records made in private 
tests. 


—If a pear tree shows signs of blight 


it is best to cut away all affected por- 
tions of the tree without delay, in order 
to prevent the spread of the disease 
It is by taking hold ID time that blight 
is prevented or delayed. 


—There should be no dampness in 


your hen-house. A good plan is to clean 
it out every two or three uays, putting 
in nice, dry straw for them to scratcl 
their feed out of. 


— The tomato is emphatically a warm- 


weather plant, and will not flourish in 
the shade. Thorough cultivation and 
frequent stirring of the soil, especially 
in dry weather, is important. 


Drought and Cultivation. 


I>uring the summer months drought 


is usually looked for, and if rain is plen- 
tiful in some sections it may be lucking 
in others. The farmer cannot control 
the rainfall, but he can greatly aid in 
preventing loss of the moisture obtained 
before drought occurs by keeping his 
soil in a condition to retain that whicl 
has been stored below the surface. Tin, 
drying of the top soil induces the mois- 
ture from below to rise to the surface 
where it is rapidly evaporated. The 
moisture in the subsoil is nearly always 
plentiful, and is induced to come to the 
top soil by capillary attraction, through 
fine tubes in the soil. If these minute 
tubes (which exist in all soils), are clos- 
ed at their upper ends the water ceases 
to rise, as is demonstrated when a 
board or a piece of old carpet is thrown 
on the ground, the earth being usually 
found moist under such coverings. A 
covering of any kind becomes a mulch, 
and prevents evaporation of moisture 
by closing the tubes, which moisture is 
at once appropriated by plants. 


If the farmer cannot spread coverings 


over his field, in order to retain the 
moisture which has come to the surface 
froan the subsoil, he can break the 
ends of the tubes and close them with 
earth, which he does whenever he cul- 
tivates the soil and renders it fine. It 
is not necessary to deeply break up the 
ground or disturb the roots of plants, 
as that is of no advantage, the only 
cultivation required being to loosen the 
son to a depth that simply provides 
a covering of dry earth, which will ef- 
fectually close the minute tubes, and 
accomplish the desired purpose. By pre- 
venting the moisture from escaping the 
plants will secure it, and they will also 
In Induced to reach into the subsoil 
witi their roots in order to add to their 
supply of moisture from below. Cultiva- 
tion, therefore, is the best remedy for 
mitigating the effects of drought. 


A weed will pump up more moisture 


in a day, from the space occupied by its 
roots, than can be gained from a light 
shower. Every additional plant, other 
than the one desired on a location, strug- 
gles to secure the moisture from its 
peighbor. If the earth cannot supply I

but a gain, in addition. Neglect, for bm 
a few ..lays in cultivating the crop may 
permit the loss of moisture to be so 
Teat as to cause incalculable damage. 


Eecipes. 


Bananas imd Oranges—Peel and slice 


six bananas, sprinkle with sugar, with a 
little orange juice; between the layers 
using one large or two small oranges fo 
six bananas. Put them on the ice unti 
thoroughly cold, then serve with whip- 
ped cream. 


Banana Fritters.—Beat together three 


eggs; stir in two cupfuls of milk, am 
thicken with one pint of flour. Into thi 
stir two heaping teaspoonfuls of bakin; 
powder,"and two thinly sliced bananas 
fry at once. 


Baked Bananas.—Peel bananas anc 


split lengthwise in halves and place them 
flat-side clown in a large baking dish 
Sprinkle thickly with sugar, a little sal 
aud cinnamon and on each half put 
dot o£ butter. Ponr half a teacup o 
water into the pan. Be very careful no 
to pour it on the fruit, and brown we 
in a hot oven. 


Banana Pudding.—Line a glass dis 


with three slices of plain cake and cove 
with thin slices of banana. Put a secon 
layer of cake and banana and pour ove 
all a boiled custard. Serve with whip 
ped cream piled on top. 


Fried Bananas.—Beat one egg to 


froth, into which dip scarcely ripe bi 
nanas cut in two lengthwise. Eoll i 
sugar aud flour and fry brown. 


Street Planting of Trees. 


"A common mistake in streei^plan' 


ing," says Park Commissioner Saunders 
is that of placing the trees too clos 
together. Those of the largest size— 
such as lindens, elms, sycamore an 
silver maples—should be forty-five fee 
apart. Thirty-five feet is quite clos 
enough for aiiy trees in a street. Thi 
allows each tree room for expansion an 
avoids the evils of too great density o 
foliage and total exclusion of sun ray 
—evils which are apt to develop int 
nuisances, depriving dwellings of th 
sanitary influences of air and light. To 
much shade is worse than none at all. 


•'Among the qualities required for 


street tree are a compact stateliness an 
symmetry of general form and outline 
an ample supply of foliage, of earl 
spring verdure, healthiness, so far as 
being exempt from dise:ise and able t 
withstand the disadvantages of plan 
life in the city, and, finally, freedom from 
attacks of insects and from 
fading 


Mowers. An ideal street tree shoul 
boar lemoval aud transplanting withou 
much dilliculty. It should be of vigor 
oils but not accessive growth. A tre 
of very rapid growth is usually shorl 
lived. 


"It is hardly possible to select any on 


tree which possesses all of these qual 
fications, but it is practicable to choos 
among a number of species which ap- 
proach nearly to snch perfection. Amon 
them I should put first the silver maple 
u hich is about the best city tree to b 
found. It is easily propagated and seed 
sown in June will furnish plants thre 
or four feet in height the same season 
They are easily transplanted and thei 
growth is rapid. They are of uprigh 
Ii.iuit unless thrown out of their norma 
shape by injudicious pruning, whic! 
often happens. 


"The sugar maple is tlie most beaut: 


f ul of all our maples, and it may be said 
one of the finest of all trees. It is of j 
fine symmetrical contour, and has at ai 
times a stately gracefulness which i 
greatly enhanced by its peculiarity o 
supporting a massive top on a compara 
lively slender stem. For beauty anc 
density of foliage from early spring to 
late summer, and for the great variety 
of brilliant tints of the ripened leaves o 
autumn, few trees can equal it. The 
American linden is of a robust and 
lofty spreading growth. It is well fittec 
foi the embellishment of wide streets or 
avenues, where it can have ample room 
The tulip tree is also well adapted for 
cities. Among its admired features are 
the unique form of its leaves, their 
vivid green in spring, their beautiful 
yellow coloring in the autumn, and the 
:.uli]>-like formation of its flowers. 


The sycamore ranks among the trees of 


largest growth. Although in the ricl 
jottom lauds, where it finds its natural 
labitat, it appears as an uncouth and 
seemingly uncontrolable fmbject, yet it 
submits admirably to manipulation by 
pruning. Even large and old specimens 
nay have all their branches cut off close 
;o the main stem, and in a few,years 
they will show perfect columns of ver- 
dure. The horse chestnut is a heavy 
'oliaged and massive tree, forming a 
dense shade. It surpasses most other 
tiecs in the beauty of its early summer 
verdure and in its superb clusters oi 
lowers, which are succeeded by large 
and conspicuous seed pods. The latter 
>oint is not particularly to be favored in 
i street tree, for it is found that, where 
2ithers flowers or seed vessels are very 
conspicuous, they are likely to be pul- 
ed at and destroyed. 


The "ginkgo" is an interesting tree 


uid one well adapted to narrow streets. 
t is pyramidal in growth and hits never 
>een known to be injured by caterpillars 
ir insects of any kind. The odd forma- 
ion of its leaves and its peculiar fleshy 
'ruits are of interest. The avenue lead- 
ng up to the main entrance of the 
Jcpurtmentof Agriculture runs between 
wo lines of these trees. Some of the 
;aks are well suited for street trees. 
t is generally supposed that oaks grow 
lowly, but the fact is that many of 
hem grow very rapidly. 


Sleeping on a Train. 


The majority of traveling men sleep 
cad-foremost on a well-ballasted road, 
nd feet-foremost on a road where the 
ars sometimes run on the track and 
ometimes on the ties. It is much pleas- 
nter to sleep head first, as it were, be- 
au.se it prevents that swell-head feeling 
'hich results from too much blood being 
orced in the direction of the brain. But 
i case of an accident, it is very jauch 
leasanter to sleep the other way. Na- 
ure did not provide the human neck 
•ith as many joints as that of a giraffe 
r ostrich, and when a train suddenly 
omes to a standstill, and the whole force 
f the collision conies on the top of the 
kull, the feeling is unpleasant. On the 
ther hand, the knees have a kindly ten- 
ency to "give" on the occasion of the 
ollisiou, and hence, if a man ia sleeping 
eel first, he is less liable to accident if 
IB train stops suddenly.
